Texas Hit 
Again by 
Heavy Rain 


DALLAS UU-Rains of up to ll 
inches flooded portions of Texas 
Friday, two boys were killed by 
lightning, and farmers waited im 
patiently for thousands of acres of 
land to dry as violent weather con­ 
tinued in Texas. 
The Midland, Tex., W e a t h e r 
Bureau said a tornado was sight 
ed a few miles west of Big Spring 
in west Texas, but it caused no 
damage. 
More than l l inches of rain fell 
in three hours in south Texas be­ 
tween Uvalde and Lapryor, caus­ 
ing flash flooding. More than three 
inches fell at Kingsville, also in 
south Texas, and one inch fell in 
20 minutes at Big Spring, flooding 
streets. Lubbock, Amarillo, Plain 
view and Sherman were raked by 
storms. 
The rains have prevented har­ 
vesting and were believed to have 
placed south plains wheat crops 
in jeopardy. Cotton crops rn Hale, 
Floyd and Swisher counties, just 
south of the Panhandle, were far 
behind in planting. 
A flash flood covered the heart 
of Brackettville, a ranch center 
held on the fourth Thursday of each j of 1,800 about 125 miles west of 
San Antonio, under 18 inches of 
water. The town had about 5 inch­ 
es of rain. 
The Red Cross said Friday that 
36,224 Texans were directly affect­ 
ed by tornadoes and floods during 
April and May, not counting Thurs­ 
day or Friday’s victims.

French Chief 


Deplores Mass 


Algeria Killings 


PARIS 
GT! _ President Rene 
Coty urged “all civilized peoples" 
today to take note of the massacre 
of an Algerian village and turn 
their backs on the rebels seeking 
to cast off French rule. 
Throughout France feelings of 
horror and revulsion were stir­ 
red up by areounts from Algeria 
telling 
of 
nationalists 
slaying 
virtually all the menfolk of Me- 
louza, a village HO mies south­ 
east of Agiers. 
French officials said 302 villag­ 
ers were killed apparently because 
of rivalry b e t w e e n nationalist 
groups. 
Frenchmen, accustomed to other 
peoples’ condemnation of their Al­ 
gerian policy, were shocked by the 
Melouza massacre as by nothing 
else since the nationalist rebellion 
broke out two and one-half years 
ago with attacks on French set­ 
tlers. 
Breaking precedent, Coty went 
on the radio at midnight to tell 
his countrymen and the world; 


“ I ADDRESS myself to all civil 
ized people and I ask them if they 
do not feel the time has come to 
signify that they will refuse ab­ 
solutely to listen to the killers and 
agents of this horrible terrorism 
which tramples all the laws ol God 
and man in contempt of universal 
conscience. 
“There is not a single French 
man, there Is not in the world s 
man with feelings who has 
not 
been overwhelmed by 
pity 
and 
horror.” 
News of the massacre seemed 
certain to intensify French meas­ 
ures to subdue the Algerian revolt. 
French military forces immediate­ 
ly launched a vast operation with 
helicopter, plane 
and 
armored 
troops to hunt down the slayers. 
Some French officers in 
the 
area blamed the massacre on 
rebel groups they said recently 
arrived in Algeria from neigh­ 
boring Tunisia, although Melou­ 
za is some 200 miles from the 
Tunisian border.

The bills in call for fuller re­ 
porting and disclosure of cam­ 
paign activities. The controversy 
revolves chiefly about limitations 
on campaign contributions and ex­ 
penditures.

Gore’s bill would limit expendi­ 
tures in presidential and vice 
presidential elections to about 20 
cents a vote—or between 12 and 
13 million dollars on the basis of 
the last election.

After 10 seconds, the press corps 
clad in protective suits and gog­ 
gles, was given the word to face 
the awesome spectacle. 
A huge fireball, estimated at 
more than a mile wide, hovered 
in the sky, its center a writhing 


turmoil of bronze, scarlet and in­ 
tense white.

Then it appeared to retract and 
in moments the iamiliar puffy 
cloud of dazzling whiteness begain 
forming. 
Prior to the blast, Christmas 
Island had been a beehive of 
activity as more than 2,000 scien­ 
tists and servicemen at the opera­ 
tional headquarters made f i n a l 
preparations for the test—biggest 
of the series called “Operation 
Grapple.” 
The British task force scientific 
director, William Cook, predicted 
there would be “no significant fall 
out” from the burst. 
The fireball, he said, would not 
touch the water, and the remains 
of the missile would condense into 
fine particles that would be swept 
up into the stratosphere in the 
mushroom cloud. 
“These particles will take from 
months to many years to fall back 
to ground level,” Gook said. 


Texas Hit 
Again by 
Heavy Rain 
DALLAS (ff)—Rains of up to 11 
inches flooded portions of Texas 
Friday, two boys were killed by 
lightning, and farmers waited im­ 
patiently for thousands of acres of 
land to dry as violent weather con­ 
tinued in Texas. 
The Midland, Tex., W e a t h e r 
Bureau said a tornado was sight 
ed a few miles west of Big Spring 
in west Texas, but it caused no 
damage. 
More than 11 inches of rain fell 
in three hours in south Texas be­ 
tween Uvalde and Lapryor, caus­ 
ing flash flooding. More than three 
inches fell at Kingsville, also in 
south Texas, and one inch fell in 
20 minutes at Big Spring, flooding 
streets. Lubbock, Amarillo, Plain­ 
view and Sherman were raked by 
storms. 
The rains have prevented har­ 
vesting and were believed to have 
placed south plains wheat crops 
in jeopardy. Cotton crops in Hale, 
Floyd and Swisher counties, just 
south of the Panhandle, were far 
behind in planting. 
A flash flood covered the heart 
of Brackettviile, a ranch center 
of 1,800 about 125 miles west of 
San Antonio, under 18 inches of 
water. The town had about 5 inch­ 
es of rain. 
The Red Cross said Friday that 
36,224 Texans were directly affect­ 
ed by tornadoes and floods during 
April and May, not counting Thurs­ 
day or Friday’s victims. At least 
745 homes and 384 farm buildings 
were destroyed and 197 other 
buildingf flattened. Deaths blam­ 
ed on weather totaled 52.

French Chief 
Deplores Mass 
Algeria Killings 
PARIS 
iff) — President Rene 
Coty urged “all civilized peoples” 
today to take note of the massacre 
of an Algerian village and turn 
their backs on the rebels seeking 
to cast off French rule. 
Throughout France feelings of 
horror and revulsion were stir­ 
red up by accounts from Algeria 
telling of nationalists slaying 
virtually all the menfolk of Me- 
louza, a village 86 mies south­ 
east of Agiers. 
French officials said 302 villag­ 
ers were killed apparently because 
of rivalry b e t w e e n nationalist 
groups. 
Frenchmen, accustomed to other 
peoples’ condemnation of their Al­ 
gerian policy, were shocked by the 
Melouza massacre as by nothing 
else since the nationalist rebellion 
broke out two and one-half years 
ago with attacks on French set­ 
tlers. 
Breaking precedent, Coty went 
on the radio at midnight to tell 
his countrymen and the world: 
“I ADDRESS myself to all civil­ 
ized people and 1 ask them if they 
do not feel the time has come to 
signify that they will refuse ab­ 
solutely to listen to the killers and 
agents of this horrible terrorism 
which tramples all the laws of God 
and man in contempt of universal 
conscience. 
“There is not a single French 
man, there is not in the world a 
man with feelings who has not 
been overwhelmed by pity and 
horror.” 
News of the massacre seemed 
certain to intensify French meas­ 
ures to subdue the Algerian revolt. 
French military forces immediate­ 
ly launched a vast operation with 
helicopter, plane and armored 
troops to hunt down the slayers. 
Some French officers in the 
area blamed the massacre on 
rebel, groups they said recently 
arrived in Algeria from neigh­ 
boring Tunisia, although Meloii- 
za is some 200 miles from the 
Tunisian border. 
French newspapers were quick 
to suggest the Melouza massacre 
was only a foretaste of what might 
follow if the French withdrew 
from Algeria as the nationalists 
demand. 
Most Frenchmen agreed the as­ 
sassination of one of France’s 
closest Algerian f r i e n d s — .AM 
Chekkal, 60, who sought a French- 
Moslem union — in Paris Sunday 
was the signal for mass attacks 
against all Moslems still friendly 
to France.

Convicted Playright Set

WASHINGTON <ff> — Playwright 
Arthur Miller may have to wait 
three weeks or longer to learn 
whether he goes to jail for con­ 
tempt of Congress. 
Convicted .Friday hut still free 
on bond, Miller and his wife, 
actress Marilyn Monroe, left 
their New York apartment say­ 
ing they were “going away for 
a little while.” He declined to 
comment on his conviction. 
Federal District Judge Charles 
F. McLaughlin ruled Friday that 
Miller was guilty, but delayed sen­ 
tencing to await a report from the 
court’s probation office. 
Because of that office’s heavy 
workload, there was speculation 
that Miller might not hear his 
sentence for three weeks. 
McLaughlqi ruled that the 41- 
year-old writer unlawfully refus- 
| ed at a congressional inquiry to 
answer two questions concerning 
. the identity of Communist writers 
with whom Miller admitted at- 
1 tending meetings in New York in 
11947. Miller had talked freely oí 


his own activities, but declined to 
name others, 
THE MAXIMUM penalty for 
contempt of Congress is a year in 
jail and a $1,000 fine, but judges 
in the past have rarely imposed 
the maximum for contempt of 
Congress. In cases such as Mill­ 
er’s, where the defendant balked 
only at talking about others, judg­ 
es often have suspended jail terms.. 
In fact, no one has been jailed 
on this count for several years. 
The contempt indictment grew 
out of Miller’s appearance before 
the House Committee on UnAmer- 
ican Activities June 21, 1956 
Chairman Walter ÍD-Pa) said the 
hearings concerned fraudulent pro 
I curement of U. S. passports. 
Miller, a passport applicant at 
the time, swore he had never been 
under Communist party discipline 
but acknowledged he had support­ 
ed Red causes and movements in 
the past. He testified he would 
not support them now, and said he 
thought it would be “a disaster 
and calamity if the Communists 
ever took over this country.”

Some of the disadvantages of

er points out, are greater l a b o r ' 
requirement, more cracking, usual­ 
ly an increased amount of blossom 
cud rot, and lower total yield per 
plant.

grown tomatoes are mulched and 
well fertilized they will out - yield 
staked tomatoes and continue to 
produce good quality fruit over a 
longer period of time.

A tolerance of only nine tenths 
of an acre Is allowed this year for 
the acreage allotments for farms 
having an allotment of 15 acres 
or more. However, for the small 
farm, which has an allotment of 
less than 15 acres, wheat may be 
harvested from 15 acres without 
penalty on the excess.

MRS. SHOOP said that around 50 
Fayette County farm ers had sow­ 
ed more than their allotment last 
fall, mostly because of inaccurate 
measurem e n t and through over­ 
sight. However, she added, that 
since the farms have been check­ 
ed by the county committeemen 
and the o w n e r s notified, these 
farmers are now either plowing un- 
ler the excess acreage or clipping it 
so wheat canyot be harvested from 
it. 
Only one farmer exceeded his 
acreage allotment last year, Mrs. 
Shoop said. He did, she said, be­ 
cause of inaccurate mea s u r e - 
ments of his field, but came in 


and paid his penalty without quib 
bling.

1 swing in about six weeks.

AS DIRECTED by law. the rate 
of the marketing quota penalty is 45 
per cent of the parity price per 
bushel of wheat as of May 1 of the 
calendar year in which the crop is 
harvested. The current parity price 
for wheat is $2.50 per bushel. 
Growers voted approval of m ar­ 
keting quotas for the 1957 wheat 
crop on July 20, 1956. When wheat 
marketing quotas are in effect, a 
farmer who does not comply with 
. the wheat acreage allotment estab­ 
lished for his farm and who har- 
j vests more than his allotted acres 
of wheat is subject to a penalty 
on his farm marketing excess. The 
wheat crop from such a farm is 
also ineligible for price support. 
The national average price sup­ 
port for the 1957 wheat crop was 
announced on July 2, 1956, at $2 per 
bushel. 
In the non-commercial w h e a t 
area (Fayette County is in a com­ 
mercial area), farm wheat allot­ 
ments and marketing quotas do not 
apply. The a vail able price support 
in non commercial areas is 75 per 
cent of the level of support for 
the commercial wheat area,

THE MINIM.CM loan rate of $2.- 
04 a bushel for 1957 crop of wheat 
for Fayette County is determined 
on the basis of the minimum 1957 
wheat support of $2. per bushel an 
nounced July 2, 1956. 
Should a higher support be neces­ 
sary on July 1 to meet the mini­ 
mum level of price support sped 
fied by law. the minimum will be 
increased. 
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Two Tomato-Growing Systems 


Compared by Horticulturist 


COLUMBUS — Planting time Is 
the time for home garden e r s to 
decide which system of culture to 
follow in growing tomatoes. B o t h 
the staked and field-grown s y s ­ 
tem s have certain advantages and 
disadvantages, says E. L. Drolling- 
er, Ohio State University extension 
horticulturist. 
Staking tomatoes gen e r a 11 y 
results in cleaner fruit, easier cul­ 
tivation and harvesting, few e r 
fruits decayed or damaged be­ 
cause of soil insects or diseases* 
earlier ripe fruits, and eas i e r 
dusting or spraying for inse c t 
and disease control. 
Some of the disadvantages of 
stake - grown tomatoes, Drolling- 
er points out, are greater l a b o r 
requirement, more cracking, usual­ 
ly an increased amount of blossom 
end rot, and lower total yield per 
plant. 
* 
* 
THE disadvantages of growi n g 
staked tomatoes actually are t h e 
advantages of field grown to m a ­ 
toes, the horticulturist s a y s . If 
the space available for a 
home 
garden is limited, 
usually 
t h e 
stake-grown system is 'the m o s t 
satisfactory. However, if f i e l d - 


grown tomatoes are mulched and 
well fertilized they will out - yield 
staked tomatoes and continue to 
produce good quality fruit over a 
longer period of time. 
A good system to follow in the 
home garden, Drollinger explains, 
is to grow several plants of an 
early variety and stake them; 
then set out several plants of a 
midseason variety and let them 
grow untrained. This system pro­ 
vides high quality fruit over a 
longer season. 
N o r m a l planting distance for 
staked tomatoes is 18 to 24 inches 
in the row with three feet between 
rows. The spacing of field - grown 
plants usually is 4 by 4 feet, or 
4 by 3 feet for home gardens.

Round about Fayette County 


By B. E KELLEY 
FORGOTTEN! 
I thougm of this Friday morning 
when I visited the old Washington 
C. H. Cemetery, b; ck of the Thomp­ 
son Transfer Co. buildings on Kinde 
St., and found not a single flower 
had been placed on any of t h e 
many graves there. 
It was the town's first burial 
•place and in it slumber s o m e 
of the prominent early residents, 
including men after whom some 
of the streets and roads of the 
county were named, like Devalon, 
Rawlings, Temple etc. 
In checking the records with as­ 
sistance of Mrs. Eloise Johns o n, 
county recorder I found that two 
war veterans are buried in t h i s 
sacred spot, in unmarked graves. 
So far as 
I know their graves 
have gone un noticed for near I y 
IOO years. 
These two warriors in unmark­ 
ed graves, as shown by the plat, 
are Francis Develon, who served in 
the Revolutionary War and A b l e 
W. Thompson, who was in the War 
Of 1812. 
This cemetery contains 48 pi an 
acre, and the legible markers in 
it (there are more than IOO mark­ 
ers in the burial ground) disclose 
that burials were made there from 
1812 to 1854. Some of the early 
business and professional men of 
the city, as well as officials, are 
included in the list. 
Through activity of the Daugh­ 
ters of the American Revolution 
here, some of the broken grave­ 
stones have been pieced together 
and held in place by wooden sup­ 
ports wired about the head stones 
and the cemetery improved gen­ 
erally. 
The DAR also had the cemetery 
mowed and is giving other atten­ 
tion toward preserving it. (It had 
Leer mowed recently). 
Most cf the area is covered with 
myrtle and that beautiful, neglect­ 
ed pioneer flower “bouncing b e t” 
has spread to some of the graves 
as . if to help cover up the long 
years of neglect so apparent in the 
old burial ground. 
A hobo camp had been establish­ 
ed in the north corner of the ceme­ 
tery, under a large mulberry tree. 
A black locust tree stands along the 
northwest side of the cemet c r y 
and a few clumps of another old 
time favorite, the lilac, cover some 
of the graves. 
The pla. was laid out with 676 
burial places in 13 rows of 52- 
grave sections each. The most com­ 
plete record available, showing the 
map and giving 
names 
of 
the 
two soldiers buried there, was com­ 
piled as a WEA project in 1940. 
A copy ii rn the county recorder’s 
office. 
Next year, and in the years to 
come. I hope some recognit i o n 
will be given on Memorial D a y 
and at other times to those who 
rest in 
this city’s first 
burial 
ground. 
• • • 


“ BLUE WEED" 
Passing over the road south of 
Buena Vista recently, I was pleas­ 
ed to note that an infestation of the 
obnoxious “ blue weed” apparently 
has been eradicated by one or two 
landowners where the weed appear­ 
ed several years 
ago 
and 
was 
spreading rapidly. 
While I saw no indications of the 
weed, it is possible that its bloom­ 
ing time is a little later, and it 
may be largely hidden by grass. 
“Blue weed” is a coarse, prickly 
weed (euehuim vulgare) from Eur­ 
ope, which has been naturalized in 
the United States. 
The handsome blue flowers 
in 
•corpioid spikes always attract at­ 
tention 
The weed is also known as blue 
thistle, viper bugloss, etc., and I 
have seen it in neglected places, 
to thick that no grass could grow. 
It is very hardy I nd spreads from 
a multitude of seed. 
Below Buena Vista is the only 
place in Fayette County that I re­ 
call seeing the weed, 
• • • 


FIRST PLANE PASSENGER 
Martin Weimer of Cedarville, who 


attends the Central Ohio Gun and 
Indian Relic Collectors meetings 
here and is widely known, told me 
at the recent meeting here that, in­ 
sofar as he knows, he was the first 
airplane passenger He flew with 
Orville Wright in a 
plane 
over 
what was later McCook Airfield, 
now part of Wright Aviation Field, 
he said. 
It was in 1911, as Weimer recalls, 
that he and his father were at work 
operating a ditcher on the field. 
Martin was a young boy at the 
time. 
He was watching the Wright plan 
when suddenly the pilot said to an­ 
other man: 
“Here is just the person we want 
for a passenger. Would you like to 
make a flight?” he asked Weimer, 
w'o was only too glad to do so. 
Placing young Weimer back of 
him aboard the flimsy biplane, Or­ 
ville Wright had Martin remove 
everything from his pockets to les­ 
sen the weight. 
Several men us-u long poles to 
push the plane up the ramp, which 
was covered with soft soap to facil­ 
itate 
momentum 
of 
the 
plane, 
which was on skids, Martin recalls. 
The plane was then given a push 
down the ramp, the motor v as op­ 
ened wide, and before the end of the 
soaped covered ramp was reached 
th< plane had taken to the air. It 
soared about over the fields for a 
distance of seveial miles before re­ 
turning to the starting place. It 
attained a height of some 500 feet. 
The plane was allowed to touch 
ground and bounce two or three 
times before skidding to a rest. The 
youthful passenger stepp e d from 
th* plane after the greatest thrill of 
his life, “the happiest little Dutch­ 
man alive” as he expressed it.

FORGOTTEN! 
I thougiu of this Friday moraing 
when I visited the old Washington 
C. H. Cemetery , bi ek of the Thomp­ 
son Transfer Co. buildings on Hinde 
St., and found not a single flower 
had been placed on any of t h e 
many graves there. 
It was the town’s first burial 
•place and in it slumber s o m e 
of the prominent early residents, 
including men after whom some 
of the streets and roads of the 
count} were named, like Devalan, 
Rawlings, Temple etc. 
In checking the records with as­ 
sistance of Mrs. Eloise Johns o n, 
county recorde*. I found that two 
w ar veterans are buried in t h i s 
sacred spot, in unmarked graves. 
So far as 
I know their graves 
have gone un-noticed for near 1 y 
100 years. 
These two warriors in unmark­ 
ed graves, as shown by the plat, 
are Francis Develon, who served in 
the Revolutionary W ar and A b 1 6 
W. Thompson, who was in the War 
Of 1812. 
This cemetery contains .48 el an 
acre, and 'the legible markers in 
it (there are more than 100 mark­ 
ers in the burial ground) disclose 
that burials were made there from 
1812 to 1854. Some of the early 
business and professional men of 
the city, as well as officials, are 
included in the list. 
Through activity of the Daugh­ 
ters of the American Revolution 
here, some of the broken grave­ 
stones have been pieced together 
and held in place by wooden sup­ 
ports wired about the head stones 
and the cemetery improved gen­ 
erally. 
The DAR also had the cemetery 
mowed and is giving other atten­ 
tion toward preserving it. (It had 
beer mowed recently). 
Most of the area is covered with 
myrtle and that beautiful, neglect­ 
ed pioneer flower “ bouncing b e t” 
bas spread to some of the graves 
as . if to help cover up the long 
years of neglect so apparent in the 
old burial ground. 
A hobo camp had been establish­ 
ed in the north corner of the ceme­ 
tery, under a large mulberry tree. 
A black locust tree stands along the 
northwest side of the cemet e r y 
and a few' clumps of another old 
time favorite, the lilac, cover some 
of the graves. 
The pla« was laid out with 676 
burial places in 13 rows, of 52- 
grave sections each. The most com­ 
plete record available, showing the 
map and giving 
names 
of 
the 
two soldiers buried there, was com­ 
piled as a WPA project in 1940. 
A copy is in the county recorder’s 
office. 
Next year, and in 'the years to 
come. I hope some recognit io n 
will be given on Memorial D a y 
and at other times to those who 
rest in 
this city’s first burial 
ground. 
* • • 
«BLUE WEED’» 
Passing over the road south of 
Buena Vista recently, I was pleas­ 
ed to note 'that an infestation of. the 
obnoxious “ blue weed” apparently 
has been eradicated by one or two 
landowners where the weed appear­ 
ed several years 
ago and was 
spreading rapidly. 
While I saw no indications of the 
weed, it is possible that its bloom­ 
ing time is a little later, and it 
may be largely hidden by grass. 
“ Blue weed’’ is a coarse, prickly 
weed (euchuim vulgare) from Eur­ 
ope, which has been naturalized in 
the United States. 
The handsome blue flowers in 
■eorpioid spikes always attract at­ 
tention. 
The weed is also known as blue 
thistle, viper bugloss, etc., and I 
have seen it in neglected places, 
so thick that no grass could grow. 
It is very hardy rnd spreads from 
a multitude of seed. 
Below Buena Vista is the only 
place in Fayette County that I re­ 
call seeing the weed.

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An Attractive City Is Up To Its Citizens 


What makes a city like Washington C. 
H., or in fact any city, attractive and a 
subject of favorable comment from t h e 
tourists and other visitors who stop for a 
time within its borders, or even t h o s e 
who pass through? 
The recent clean - up effort in this city 
brought some good results but there is still 
a lot of work to be done to reach the point 
whereby the city could present its best ap­ 
pearance. 
Here and in some other cities the ques­ 
tion has been posed “Do you as a resident 
citizens deserve to live in your home city 
and are you doing your part in keeping it 
as attractive as possible?” 
Of course most people will answer this 
with a disdainful shrug and snap b a c k , 
“Certainly I do.” Before you make such 
a reply it might be suggested that you take 


a quick mental appraisal and think up an 
honest answer to the following questions: 
Do you throw cigarette and gum wrap­ 
pers, tissues, banana skins or apple cores 
out your car window'? Or when y o u ’re 
walking, do you believe that a gutter is 
an enlarged trash can and use it accord­ 
ingly? When y o u leave picnic grounds, 
do they resemble a dumping ground? 
How about your house and yard? On the 
alley side, are garbage and trash o v e r ­ 
flowing from rust • decayed, topless con­ 
tainers? Have some of your bushes gone 
on a growing spree and are they now bulg­ 
ing into the alley, blocking drivers’ views 


and scratching car finishes? 
Have your screens “run" and the wood 
become discolored? Is y o u r garage door 
dilapidated and leaning lazily against the 
garage? Has age worn your paint c o a t 
down to the bare wood? 
Are piles of leaves present in the yard 
and around the foundation of the h o u se - 
just ready for a carelessly dropped match 
to threaten the entire neighborhood? Is 
the yard a tangle of weeds and your lawn 
a mixture of bare spots and crab grass? 
Are your front steps sagging and t h e 
porch weakening from wear? 
If you are obliged to answer “yes” to 
any of these questions you will have to ad­ 
mit that you are contributing to some de­ 
gree as a negative influence to community 
appearance. 
There is some street cleaning, especial­ 
ly in our “up-town” sections, also to which 
various citizens have pointed to show' that, 
to some degree, the city administrat i o n 
itself is not doing all that it might be able 
to do, such as keeping clean refuse strewn 
on curbing. 
Maybe some people will regard this as 
“silly talk” but all will admit that some 
of these “little” things are an import a n t 
factor in determining whether our c i t y 
will receive adverse or compliment a r y 
comment from those who pass through. 
The same thing goes for the villages of 
Fayette County, and incidentally, for a lot 
of properties along our many main high­ 
ways. 


W hat Is Our Policy? 


The President’s second speech 
on the budget m akes interesting 
but not exciting reading. He pro­ 
poses that we spend just under 
4 billion dollars on foreign coun­ 
tries this year and a little more 
for the next two years as a sort 
of peace insurance. 
It is easy to spend money if 
you have it. It grows increasingly 
m ore difficult to go on spending 
when the money is not available. 
The President feels cert a i n 
that we can afford to spend this 
money as peace insurance, p ar­ 
ticularly as the alternative, he 
•ays, we face is w ar with Soviet 
Russia. 
T hat raises many questi o n s. 
It w as only two years ago that 
the President met the Russia n s 
at Geneva at what was called 
the conference at the sum rn i t. 
There they sat, the great men 
discussing all their own virtues. 
After that we entered upon an 
exchange of delegations, 
R u s- 
•ians coming to this c o u n t r y 
w here they were treated with un­ 
usual courtesies; Am ericans go­ 
ing to Russia where they rn e t 
everyone and saw everyt b i n g , 
even the Russian clergy. It was a 
glorious jam boree and the press 
covered it fully in this country 
with m any photographs of love 
and kisses. 
Then a great t o - d o was made 
over the possibility of President 
Eisenhower inviting M a r s h a l 
Zhukov to come to this country 
to tell us that he and President 
Eisenhower are sworn brothers. 
That cam e to nothing becau s e 
Zhukov was not perm i 11 e d to 
ccm e and could not lay d o w n 
policy and therefore did not mat-

Localized Pain 


Development of any localized 
pain in the cheeks, 
above or 
behind your eyes, or in the teeth 
of your upper jaw . 
A headache or series of head 
aches which becom e much more 
severe than the ordinary p a i n 
generally accom panying a cold. 
If you have had previous sinus 
trouble, you’ve got to be espec­ 
ially wary of any possible recur 
rence. 


Avoid Discomfort 
Quick recognition of the fact 
that a cold has turned into a si­ 


nus condition m ay save you a lot 
of unnecessary 
discom fort 
and 


trouble. 
While you m ight be able to han­ 
dle a mild case of the common 
cold without professional m edical 
aid, you will need prom pt help 
from your physician for any sin­ 
us trouble. 
G enerally, your chances of be­ 
ing cured are pretty good—-if you 
act in tim e. So see your doctor 
early.

An Attractive City Is Up To Its Citizens 


What makes a city like Washington C. 
H., or in fact any city, attractive and a 
•object of favorable comment from t h e 
tourists and other visitors who stop for a 
time within its borders, or even t h o s e 
who pass through? 
The recent clean - up effort in this city 
brought some good results but there is still 
a lot of work to be done to reach the point 
whereby the city could present its best ap­ 
pearance. 
Here and in some other cities the ques­ 
tion has been posed “Do you as a resident 
citizens deserve to live in your home city 
and are you doing your part in keeping it 
as attractive as possible?” 
Of course most people will answer this 
with a disdainful shrug and snap b a c k , 
“Certainly I do.” Before you make such 
a reply it might be suggested that you take 
a quick mental appraisal and think up an 
honest answer to the following questions: 
Do you throw cigarette and gum wrap­ 
pers, tissues, banana skins or apple cores 
out your car window? Or when y o u ’re 
walking» do you believe that a gutter is 
an enlarged trash can and use it accord­ 
ingly? When y o u leave picnic grounds, 
do they resemble a dumping ground? 
How about your house and yard? On the 
alley side, are garbage and trash o v e r - 
flowing from rust - decayed, topless con­ 
tainers? Have some of your bushes gone 
on a growing spree and are they now bulg­ 
ing into the alley, blocking drivers’ views 


and scratching car finishes? 
Have your screens “run” and the wood 
become discolored? Is y o u r garage door 
dilapidated and leaning lazily against the 
garage? Has age worn your paint c o a t 
down to the bare wood? 
Are piles of leaves present in the yard 
and around the foundation of the house— 
just ready for a carelessly dropped match 
to threaten the entire neighborhood? Is 
the yard a tangle of weeds and your lawn 
a mixture of bare spots and crab grass? 
Are your front steps sagging and t h e 
porch weakening from wear? 
If you are obliged to anpwer “yes” to 
any of these questions you will have to ad­ 
mit that you are contributing to some de­ 
gree as a negative influence to community 
appearance. 
There is some street cleaning, especial­ 
ly in our “up-town” sections, also to which 
various citizens have pointed to show’ that, 
to some degree, the city administrat i o n 
itself is not doing all that it might be able 
to do, such as keeping clean refuse strewn 
on curbing. 
Maybe some people will regard this as 
“silly talk” but all will admit that some 
of these “little” things are an import a n t 
factor in determining whether our c i t y 
will receive adverse or compliment a r y 
comment from those who pass through. 
The same thing goes for the villages of 
Fayette County, and incidentally, for a lot 
of properties along our many main high­ 
ways.

Then a great to - do was made 
over the possibility of President 
Eisenhower inviting M a r s h a l 
Zhukov to come to this country 
to tell us that he and President 
Eisenhower are sworn brothers. 
That came to nothing becau s e 
Zhukov was not perm i 11 e d to 
ccme and could not lay d o w n 
policy and therefore did not mat-

Generally, a cold is not really 
too much to worry «bout. By tak­ 
ing a couple of aspirins, a hot 
bath and going to bed, you will 
likely be as good as new again in 
a few d a y s with the ordinary 
cold. 
Sinus t r o u b l e , however, is 
something else again. 
Since this might develop at any 
stage of the cold, you’ve got to be 
alert for symptoms which might 
indicate an 
attack 
upon 
your 
sinuses. 
Any of the following should be 
a signal to you to call your doc­ 
tor without delay: 
A severe cold that continues 
for more than a week without 
improvement. 
The mucous discharge from 
your nose which changes to a 
thick flow of a yellow color. 
The fever which usually 
ac­ 
companies a cold that becomes 
worse. 


Localized Pain 
Development of any localized 
pain in the cheeks, above or 
behind your eyes, or in the teeth 
of your upper jaw. 
A headache or series of head 
aches which become much more 
severe than the ordinary p a i n 
generally accompanying a cold. 
If you have had previous sinus 
trouble, you’ve got to be espec­ 
ially wary of any possible recur­ 
rence. 


Avoid Discomfort 
Quick recognition of the fact 
that a cold has turned into a si­ 


nus condition may save you a lot 
of unnecessary discomfort and 
trouble. 
While you might be able to han­ 
dle a mild case of the common 
cold without professional medical 
aid, you will need prompt help 
from your physician for any sin­ 
us trouble. 
Generally, your chances of be­ 
ing cured are pretty good—if you 
act in time. So see your doctor 
early.

A final entry affirming the dis­ 
barm ent of Attorney J. H a r v e y 
Crpw of U rbana, attorney for Mrs. 
Beverly Clickner Walls, 
indicted 
for embezzlement of $9,874.17 from 
the activities fund of Washington C. 
H. High School, has been filed with 
the clerk of the Common P l e a s 
Court of 'Champaign County (U r­ 
bana) by the Second District Court 
of Appeals. 
Crow had been disbarred a little 
more than two years ago by a 
three-judge court sitting by assign­ 
ment in Urbana. Members of that 
court were Judge John P. Case, of 
Fayette C o u n t y, Judge Charles 
Kirk of Clinton County and Judge 
Paul Dull of Mercer County. 
Crow filed motion for a stay of 
execution in the Court of Appeals 
and continued to practice law dur­ 
ing the pendency of the appeal be­ 
fore the court. 
During the two years he prac­ 
ticed while under a stay of execu­ 
tion, he represented a num ber of 
clients in Washington C. H. One of 
them was Mrs. Walls.

JUDGE CASE disqualified him­ 
self from presiding at the arraign­

On May 31, seven days after 
the Court of Appeals had filed the 
entry affirming Crow’s disbar­ 
ment, Mrs. Walls filed with the 
Court of Appeals a petition for a 
writ to prohibit Judge Case from 
presidia g at her trial.. 
At the sam e tim e Judge Case fil­ 
ed with the Court of Appeals an af­ 
fidavit asking that two members 
of the court be disqualified from 
hearing M rs. W’alls petition. Judge 
Case’s affidavit states Judge Wil­ 
liam, C. Wiseman, and Judge Ros- 
coe G. Hombeck "have an inter­ 
est, bias, prejudice or disqualifi­ 
cation.” in
